Well, we made it back. We were in Europe for 39 days, we saw the sun five tinea, I was siok far a week, we spent li5 m±n- 
utea getting married In a 700 year old church, 2 weeks getting ready far the wedding, 5 hours picking oat a dress, 1 week 
recovering from the wedding, k days in Amsterdam, 3 days in Berlin, l£ hours in Denmark, we took only 2 rolls of pictures., 
ate about 15 oakea and 35 cups of coffee, tasted about 30 brands, of beer and two types of cognac, saw about 30 relatives, 
went to one gaming convention which we nearly didn't find, drove li|0 ku/nr on the autobahn, got 18 dlshtowels as wedding 
presents, rode on 7 trains, 6 planes, and visited Bahnhof Zoo* 

It was a very fulfilling trip. I really got to know Frauke's parents, and was delighted to have them meet my parents, who 
flew over for the wedding. I also had the chance to meat Fraake's grandmother and two aunts In East Oermanyj Frauke's 
mother was the only one of her family to make it to the west after the war. She had grown up on a farm which is now in 
"territory under Polish administration.' 1 Fraake's father was In the S3 during the war and spent tine working in a coal 
mine in France as a F0W before being released on account of tuberculosis* 

Of course, that was all kO years ago; exactly LtO years. It was Interesting to be In Germany for the ItOtb anniversary of 
the end of the war. All of Frauke's relatives In the west are old enough to have lived through it, and Frauke gets vary 
exasperated with their feelings that they were the main victims of it all. They won't even talk about the rise of the 
Nazi to power or the fact they- started the war. In the Local paper, there were a couple letters printed about the "In- 
ternational Jewish conspiracy*' still blaming Germany for the war and such stuff. (I guess in a sense Hitler's Final Sol- 
ution worked. • .there are no Jews left in Germany to contradict such shit.) I used to think that I could not judge anyone 
who had lived under the Naxisj after all I don't know how I would react in a similar situation. But when people seen to 
feel accused by just hearing about the war... you have to wonder what it is they're feeling guilty about. As for Reagan's 
visit to Bitburg, the reaction in Germany was quite divided right down political lines. I don't think it did anything to 
■reconcile" as planned} it either angered or opened old wounds. Germans have to deal with their feelings about the war 
themselves) no American, not even the President, can take any of that away. No ceremony, even without SS graves, could 
have achieved what Reagan and Kohl had in mind. 

Many of you have asked about the wedding. German weddings are smaller affairs than ones in America, and ours was small 
even for Germany. Me had the ceremony not so much for the two of us as for Frauke's family. They are so far away that we 
thought it was a good idea to make a special effort to Incl u de then. Frauke's parents made It more elaborate than we 
would have preferred, but they were very happy with it and that's the importanl thing*
